Since Germany cannot await 
such a final settlement she pro- 
poses a provisional one. But even 
to achieve this foreign assistance 
must be forthcoming. The Reichs- 
bank is declared to be in readiness 
to place 600,000,000 gold marks at 
the disposal of the government for 
the purpose of stabilization. 

CONDITIONS SET OUT 

The project, it is set forth. de- 
pends upon’ the following condi- 
tions: 

(1.) Germany must be freed 
for three or four years from all 
payments in cash or in kind under 
4 the Treaty of Versailles, although 

she will continue to make deliver- 
tes in kind for the devastated 
areas so far as these do not entail 
any increase in her floating debt. 

(2.) Germany considers she 
should receive a minimum of 
500,000,000 gold marks from 
foreign banks. 

The foregoing conditions the 
Reichsbank ers necessary 
prior to giving the gold from its 
reserve. The money to be advanced 
by the Reichsbank and dy the 
foreign banks will be administered 
by an independent board. When 
the progress of stabilization is suf- 
ficiently advanced the German 
government will issue an internal 


gold loan. 

Half the proceeds the internal 
loan and the full yield from the 
foreign loans will be utilized to 
cover the payments in cash and in 
kind due under the Versailles 
Treaty. The other half of the 
proceeds of the ican will be applied 
to the requirements of Germany's 
own budget. These measures, it is 
declared, enable Germany to 
balance her budget, check the in- 
crease in her floating debt and dis- 
sontinue treasury bilis 
with the Reichsbank. 


STRICTEST ECONOMY 

Germany. moreover, states that 
ghe will abolish all dispensable de- 
partments, reduce the number of 
officials, avoid unproductive ex- 
penditure, restrict legislation en- 
talling additional experiditure and 
reorganize the government enter- 
prises on a productive basis. 

Germany will take all requisite 
measures to increase production 
while retaining the eight-hour day 
as the normal working Gay, and 
will restrict the importation and 
of luxuries and al- 
cohol. 

In order to execute the foregoing. 
Germany proposes: 
(1.) Final settlement upon the 
amount of Germanv's obligations 
at the earliest possible moment, so 
that obligations, together 
with the liquidation of the loans. 
= be met from the budget sur- 
plus. 

(2.) Freedom from payments in 
cash or in kind under the Versailles 
Treaty, with the reservations pre- 
viously mentioned. 

(3.) Convocation of a confer- 
ence of international financiers 
with regard to the bank credit to 
be accorded to Germany, and 
(4.) Adoption of the sugges- 

tions of the German government 
regarding equal economic rights for 
Germany.

1700 men being called out a month 
ago at the Hetch Hetchy aqueduct, 
100 miles north of Fresno.

ity is supreme in Turkish courts. 
The capitulations were set up in 
their present form to meet that 
situation largely and to protect 
nationals of Christian nations by 
making them subject to trial be- 
fore mixed courts, with their own 
country participating, or be 
Consular courts. The demand of 
the Turkish Nationalists for com- 
plete judicial independence and 
suppression of the capitulations 
would wipe out their protection 
and it is certain that the Ameri- 
can observers at the Lausanne will 
have clear-cut views on this ques- 
tion to present. 

Minister Grew has had exten- 
sive experience in international 
conference work as he served as 
secretary of the American delega- 
tion at the Paris peace conference. 
In addition to this general experi- 
ence the observers will have the 
intimate knowledge of the situation 
in Turkey gained by Admiral Bris- 
tol to aid them, supported by the 
extensive study given the subjects 
involved in the State Department 
over the years of American diplo- 
matic dealings with Turkey. . 


SMYRNA STILL IN RUINS 
CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
SMYRNA, Nov. 14.—Although 

more than eight weeks have 
elapsed since the great fire swept 
Smyrna, little effort has been made 
to remove the debris or begin the 
work of reconstruction. The civil 
governor, Abdul Khalik Bey, is 
making determined bids for aid 
from the Angora government but 
has met with slight encouragement 
thus far. 

Occasionally one of the shattered 
buildings collapses, blocking a 
street but no attempt is made to 
clear the wreckage. The only go- 
ing concern in the city is a horse 
car line running along the quay. 
Americans here say the Turkish 
will take fifty years to restore the 
town. 

The city’= every-day life is at a 
complete standstill. Once the focus 


shortage is causing prices tc soar, 
and, unless the stoc are replen- 
ished from America or Europe, 
famine seems inevitable. ‘
